The  CBM' s  have  a 
rechargeable  battery 
similar  to  those  in 
Dustbusters,  etc.  The 
battery  needs  to  be  used, 
or  it  will  overcharge  and 
eventually  the  battery 
will  be  ruined.  It  takes 
12  hours  to  charge  the 
battery  for  6  hours  of 
playing  time.  The  battery 
will  neither  charge  nor 
discharge  when  your  CBM  is 
played  while  plugged  in.
